May it pleaſe Your Sacred Majeſty, 

Hough we are infinitely ſatisfied that the Adminiſtration of the 
Government ſince your Majeſties Happy and Miraculous Re- 
ſtauration is ſuch as doth in Excellency out-do all other patts 
of the Chriſtian World, and is every way equal to that of 

Your moſt Renowned Anceſtors for Juſtice and Mercy., and needs not 
the weak Suffrage of your molt Devoted Subjets and Servants to At. 
teſt it : Yet ſince Your Majeſty hath for the ſatisfaction of Your People 
ſo far manifeſted Your Royal Goodneſs and Gracious Condeſcention as 
to Publiſh Yoyr late Declaration to diſ-abuſe the Credulous, to 1n- 
form the Jgnorant, and to call back the Lapſed to their loſt ſtation of In- 
tegrity 5 we conceive it our Duty 1n ſuch a diſcriminating time of Loy- 
alry and Indifferency (if not Fattion) to give Your Majeſty ſome Al- 
ſurances of rhe content and pleaſure we enjoy daily under Your Protedti- 
on and Sovereign Power, by the ſteddy Condu@t whereof we are at 
once Safe, Peaceable and Happy. The frequent Inſtances we have re- 
ceived of Your Majeſties Reſolution to Defend and: Support the true 
Proteſtant Religion, as by Law now Eſtabliſhed, to extirpate Popery, to 
diſcountenance Fanaticiſm , raiſe our late dejefted Hearts to an Exceſs 
of Joy, to fee Your Majeſty govern by the known Laws of the Land,d(- 
avowing all other ways, neither exerciſing Arbitrary Power Your Self, 
or permitting it in others our Fellow-Subjes, is the great Chafter of 
our Liberty, and ſecurity of oyr Poperty.: nor need we repeat our Pe- 
tition "of Right, when our Prince himſelf fo ſtritly Obſerves, and ſo 
kindly Contends for it, That Your Majeſty is pleaſed to believe that 
Parliaments are the beſt Method for healing the Diſtempers of the King- 
dom, and the only means to preſerve the Monarchy in that due Credit 
and Reſpect it ought to have both at home and abroad : That no Irre- 
gularities can make You out of love with Parliaments, but that You are 
reſolved to have frequent ones, muſt needs convince us, that if by our 
Ingratitude we forfeit not theſe Bleſſings, we are the happieſt People 
under Heaven in a King and Government. From the due ſenſe of fo 
eminent Mercies, and for the better enſuring the ſame to us, and our 
Poſterities, we do entirely and unanimouſly , as one man, devote our 
- Selves, our Lives and Fqgrtunes to the Preſervation of Your _ 
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Sacred Perſon, Your Heirs and Lawful Succeſſors, and the Governmerit 
1m Church and State, as now by Law Eſtabliſhed. We do with horror 
and grief of Heart remember, that by the Barbarous Murder of Your 
Great Father of Bleſſed Memory the Monarchy was ſhattered and in- 
terrupted, and our Lives, Liberties and Fortunes ſubje&ted to Tyranny, 
'Oppreſſion and Arbitrary Power. In his Grave was our admirable Go- 
vernment Buried, and in Your Majeſties happy Reſtitution Raiſed again 
to the higheſt pitch of Greatneſs and Glory : In that Line may it (till 
continue, till Kingdoms themſelves ſhall be no more. Such weak Teſti- 
monies we humbly offer z not that we conceive we do hereby add any 
thing to the Greatneſs of Your Government, but it is a pleaſure to us 
to give new Engagements of that warm Loyalty which we feel in our 
Breaſts for Your Majeſty : and though we have no reaſon to think it is 
1n the leaſt ſuſpeted, yet we know not but that our repeated Vows of 
Fidelity and Duty may be as gtateful to our Dread Sovereign, as to His 
Subjects it 1s delightful to hear his frequent Promiſes ſolemnly made of 
Preſerving our Religion, Liberty and Property : However this will ſerve 
to convince the world, that we are not unreaſonable Petitioners, or 
Jjoyn with that Herd that call their own ſubtle Contrivances Vox Populi, 
and in time (if they ſucceed) will be apt as much to miſ-call it Vox Dez. 
Our Debates are calm and honeſt, our Refolutions faithful , our Loyal- 
ty unſhaken : For Your Majeſty we preſerve our Fortunes and Lives, 
_ rs Your Majeſty (if ever we are called to it) will Sacrifice both 
and die.
